CLASHES IN THE ARGUMENTS BY LAWYERS 


IN THE SOLDIER BONUS CASES 


Harry L. Butler, attacking the validity of the law, said: - 
"Does not the act rather represent an indiscriminate and ill-ad 


vised, and in many respects unjust and discriminatory, distribution oi 
public moneys not reasonably promotive of public welfare, and consid- 
ering that measure of need or of sacrifice are igrtorcd, not promotive ol 
the spirit of patriotism, or of regard for equity or justice, even in the 
minds of those who are the beneficiaries of the legislation? 


"The legislation in question can but add to the difficulties now 


experienced by the federal government i: securing recruits for the 
navy. Offers of increased pay have been maJe -.nd advertising cam- 
paigns and drives are nov in progress. It woulc" seem inevitable that 
the federal government must be directly prejudiced 
in recruiting its 


army and navy by-laws'grouting bonuses to those who are serving ur 
have served as members of its armed forces." 


M^B.- Olbrich, defending the bonus law, in reply: 
"Counsel says, 'is it not clear that the state bonus must directly 


tend to minimize the appeal of the federal bonus for re-enlistment?' 


"This argument impresses us as having a curious analogy to one 


presented in the argument preceding the enactment of the present law, 
which attained considerable notoriety but no great degree of popular- 
ity. It was then urged that to grant the bonus to the returning soldier 
would result in his continuance as a bench warmer until the money was 
gone; that it would deter him from seeking regular occupation so long 
as it lasted. We may misapprehend counsel's position, but as .we view 
it, this is but a specific application of the same argument with refer- 
ence to the possible entrance of the soldier into the employment of the 
United States. Followed to its logical conclusion, it involves the ac- 
ceptance by this court of a thoroughly Prussianized conception of the 
status of the common soldier. To accept it as a basis for decision, the 
court should lay out of account, not merely all considerations of senti- 
ment, but those of common humanity as well. Reduced to ultimate 
ferms, it is nothing but the cannon-fodder theory sought to be trans- 
planted to America.. If it be sound, among its necessary implications 
is the notion that civil life should be made so unattractive to the re'- 
turning soldier, that, somewhat after the manner of a starved outcast 
of the street, he should welcome service in the army of the Republic as 
a refuge from intolerable conditions. Such a theory may furnish an 
easy solace to the conscience of the employer of labor, who stubbornly 
adheres to his refusal to grant a living wage. ' He may justify himself 
by the adoption of this pretext, in the belief that his unsocial attitude 
is a distinctive patriotic service, in helping to drive men back into the 
army."

Charles H. Crownhart, arguing that the bonus law be sustained, 
said: 


"It would be no less a violation of the- constitution and the official* 


jaths of office of men, in charjte-ot the governmenl»to,.pay'the.expenses

under the proposition of the bonus law. Both rest on the same prin- 
iple.

•olved. That is the force of the argument. That is why grave ques- 
ions have been raised about the constitutionality of these laws, while„ 
or fifty-eight years there has been the uniform custom and practice 
ccojcnized in terms of the taxpayers' money to meet the moral obli- 
ration of the people of the state to its war veterans.

N various occasions President Wilson has referred .to the 
"new bill of rights" for the common man in' the labor- sec- 


lion of the new treaty framed by the International Commission 
on Labor Legislation. He has gone so far as to say that this 
new "Maffna Charta," as he has termed it, would compensate for 
any other weaknesses and flaws that could be held up against the 
Versailles pact. 


It appears, however, that President Wilson was once more 


indulging in rhetoric and tiiat he failed to tell the American peo- 
ple the real facts with respect to the framing of this "Magna 
Charta." 
' 


The American people have not been told that Samuel Gom- 


pers was voted down at every turn in tho Paris conference on 
principles that have become elemental in all forward looking na- 
tions. The president has »ot told the people that at this con- 
ference where this new "Magha Charta" was born that such ele- 
. mental principles of democracy as the prohibition of human slav- 
ery, the rights of free speech and assembly and the "emancipa- 
tion of seamen from involuntary servitude were turned down. 
JThe American people have not been told that after Gompers left 
ifor America, British influences became busy and slipped the fa- 
mous line "Labor should not be considered MERELY a commo- 


. dity" in the pact that was framed. 


Mr. Gompers in a speech made before the American Feder- 


ation of Labor at Atlantic City in June told how he had been 
voted down on all fundamental questions that labor has long 
since gained in this country. In this speech he said: 


The contest that I had to make and felt impelled to make was one 


of tho most depressing, and was almost crushing in character. * * * 


Now, I can say this to you, that I was never placed in all my life in 


such an awkward and uncomfortable position as I was for nine-tenths of 
the time that I was presiding over the International Commission on Labor 
Legislation. I was elected by unanimous vote to its presidency, and im- 
mediately found myself in a minority, a minority upon nearly every prop- 
osition that I had submitted. « * * We had 37 sessions, lasting from 
four to six hours and sometimes longer. Presiding there, fighting there, 
opposed and defeated in. nearly every proposition that I had submitted, 
where the recognition of labor would be greater than was accepted by >• 
these other delegates, I found myself continually depressed, though fight- 
ing on and on until the last moment. 


The country is indebted to Senator La Follette for much in-
